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Industry’s Opportunity to Apply 
Radar to Peacetime Needs

HERE is an element of unreality in writing 
about radar as a thing-in-itself in this series of 
articles on industrial research and on the part 
I science in industry. Much of what has to be said 
bout radar has already been written in the articles 
h the broader subjects of Electronics in Industry 
md on Light Engineering ; much of what was said 
i these articles was based on experience gained in 
le development and application of radar devices in 
In particular the growth and recognition of 
rational research was a consequence of wartime 
Mar development and it remains to be adequately 
mploited in peace. It might well have grown out of 
technical environment other than the radar one, 
ut it could only have grown out of projects of 
Keeptional novelty and urgency within the frame- 
tk of an old-established ‘‘ industry,’ in this case 
me defence industry. 
Once evolved and understood, operational research 
concerned with the extension of modern scientific 
ids to established industries. In all light engineering, 
ndern in all the applications of electronics 
Tiss as to industry generally, and in the 
entific Aids spats : : 
application of radar in particular to 
mw universal communications which are both the 
itulatory and the nervous systems of the body of 
ld commerce, the ascertainment of the real need 
the potential user is of first importance. It can 
ly be achieved, with certainty and economy, if the 
rational researcher is given freedom to co-operate 
tly and intimately with those engaged in the 
tryday operations of the industry in the vital task 
converting aspirations into specifications. When 


the specifications have, with his help, been converted 
into tools, the same co-operation in the plant is no less 
necessary to the moulding of team and tools into an 
efficiently productive process unit. 

It might too easily have been assumed that 
operational research is only a military need and that 
the wealth of facilities, finance and fertile brains at 
the disposal of military radar in the war had produced, 
at best, equipments already suited to the closely 
related needs of civil transport by sea and air or, at 
worst, clean-cut requirements to which the civil 
counterparts of military radar sets could be designed 
and built. 

These easy assumptions are not borne out because 
of many independent sets of factors. First that the 
economics of war are set on a different order of 
magnitude, and to vastly wider 
tolerances, than the economics of 
peace ; second that the very wealth 
of ingenuity behind wartime radar had ensured that 
every military radar set was already obsolete before 
it came off the assembly line and third that the civil 
requirements for radar place a greater emphasis on 
factors such as continuous reliability and safety, and 
on economy of purchase, maintenance and operation. 

The radar industry grew up during the war in 
response to military requirements and had behind it 
practically unlimited military funds. Its operational 
specifications were usually provided 
by the government experimental 
establishments who in turn employed 
large staffs, while the cost of equipment to the 
consumer was balanced against lives and time saved

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rather than examined in terms of hard cash. In peacetime 
the radar industry has for the first time to face internal 
competition among its own members, and has to serve some 
customers who are not wholly clear what they want and 
who examine the costs carefully with some remaining 
reluctance to weigh consequent advantages against cash 
cost. 

Another obvious difficulty in peace is that the military 
production demands have fallen while the civil market in 
most cases is small in comparison to the wartime demands. 


Taken all in all, these factors will combine to make the 
profitable emergence of the radar industry into the civil 
field slow and painful. 

With regard to civil transport, there is another set of 
factors, even less tractable, delaying the universally 
expected flood of radar aids. These factors affect even 
marine radar, but they are so completely dominant—one 
is almost driven to say so disastrously dominant—in air 
radar that they will be outlined in the air case only. The 
essentially international character of civil air transport 
makes it technically, organizationally and economically 
essential to have international agreement on the charac- 
teristics of radar equipment for civil air use. These 
characteristics are determined in turn by the characteristics 
of the aircraft, by the topographic, physical and political 
configuration of all the routes flown, and by the detailed 
systems of air traffic control called for by the traffic 
densities in different areas with widely differing commercial 


demands. ‘These, in turn, are subject to violent and 
scarcely predictable variations with the political and 
economic state of the world. ‘The technical solutions 


acceptable are, to a not inconsiderable extent, affected by 
national modes of thought and by considerations of national 
prestige. honestly and deeply held, sometimes rooted in the 


subconscious mind ! 


Ascertaining Operational Requirements 

The scientific research primarily required for the healthy 
growth of the radar industry, and consequently of the 
greater industries which are dependent on it to an extent 
not at all proportioned to costs, is not at this moment basic 
or instrumental research in radio and radar itself, but it is 
no less scientific research and no less industrial research 
because of that. The scientific and vechnical development 
work required is clearly definable and it depends in part on 
research and development in a wide range of ancillary o1 
contributory industries. What are the existing provisions 
for research and development towards meeting the 
of the customers of the radar industry ? 


needs 


The ascertainment of the operational requirement needs. 
as has been indicated, the application of scientific method, 
and of a kind of scientific brokerage, through operational! 
research within the user industries. In the marine radai 
field this is in considerable measure provided by the 
Ministry of Transport through its committees on radio aids 
to marine navigation, its scientific advisers and scientific 
staff, its operational research officers in particular, and 
through the instrumental research and development staff 
which it sponsors and uses within the Admiralty Signals 
Establishment for the specific service of navy 
needs. 

The Ministry took the initiative in 
wealth and fully international co-operation towards the 
clearest appreciation of needs and fullest availability of 
means in the field of radio aids to marine navigation by 
convening the first Commonwealth and Empire Conference 
on Radio Aids to Marine Navigation, and the first irter- 
national meeting on radio aids to marine navigation, and by 
circulating Commonwealth and International News Letters 
on these subjects.

Civil Aviation Field 

In the civil air field the Directorate Civil 
Aviation within the Air Ministry had already, in wartime, 
taken pioneer action in the setting up of a Civil Air Radio 
Advisory Committee as a joint committee of the Ail 
Ministry and the then Ministry of Aircraft Production and 
in instituting a series of Commonwealth and Empire 
Conferences on Radio for Civil Aviation. The Ministry of 
Civil Aviation and the Commonwealth Air Transport 
Council, with the Ministry of Supply, have maintained and 
extended these provisions for discussion, particularly in 
the direction of more direct participation by the radar 
industry itself. This Ministry also has its own Chief 
Telecommunications Adviser, and operational research 
group in close touch with the Chief Scientific Adviser, and a 


General of 
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very large executive organization for the provision of the 
ground radio and radar facilities which are a direct re- 
sponsibility of the state. 


The three air operating Corporations have development 
organizations which include indispensable and invaluabl. 
contributors to the research and development needs of 
radar for international use in the air. 

The major governmental responsibility for the direct 
conduct of radar research and development for air use fop 
the encouragement of development within the radio jp. 
dustry, and for the guidance of production in the field of 
nationally or internationally standardized systems of radio 
aids to air navigation is carried by the Ministry of Supply, 
The Ministry’s Directorate of Communications Development 
is responsible for the work of the two research establish. 
ments primarily concerned, the Telecommunications Re. 
search Establishment at Great Malvern and the Radio 
Department of the Royal Aircraft Establishment at 
Farnborough, Hants. The Directorate also has the heayy 
responsibility of allocating research and development con- 
tracts among the industrial laboratories of the firms pro- 
ducing radar equipment. 


Progress by Individual Firms 


The individual firms in the radar manufacturing industry 
maintain good and progressively improving research and 
development laboratories. In wartime they were largely 
dependent on the governmental radar research and de- 
velopment establishments, a dependence which was in- 
evitable till they learned to stand on their own feet, but 
which always involved the danger of their being tied too 
closely by departmental apron strings. It may be that the 
healthy spirit of independence in peacetime has gone beyond 
the optimum point, and that a greater measure of technical 
co-operation within the industry itself would better serve 
the cause of the home user and of the export drive, without 
real impairment of competitive positions within the national 
industry. 

The Radio Communication and Electronic Engineering 
Association, within the wider sphere of the Radio Industry 
Council, has done valuable service to the development of 
radar for peacetime use, and it has great opportunities fora 
statesmanlike extension of its co-operative spirit. No 
informed observer will pretend that the governmental 
provisions for full consultation with the radar industry are 
yet adequately generous and productive. A re-appreciation 
ir the light of our present economic and technical situation 
would be timely and fertile. 

In the international sphere the Ministries of Civil Aviation 
and Supply, with representatives of the operating cor- 
porations, of the radio manufacturers’ organization and of 
the pilots, navigators and officers concerned, participate 
in the technical and organizational discussions of the 
International Civil Aviation Organization, while work of 
comparable importance and difficulty is undertaken by the 
International Air Transport Association, comprising the 
principal air operating companies and corporations of the 
world. 


Research Structure 


This relatively elaborate structure for research. develop- 
ment provision and operation depends for its future stability 
on the same foundations as did the wartime radar industry. 
Fundamental and ‘‘ academic ’’ research in the Universities, 
basic research in the national organization for radio research 
under the Department of Scientific and Industrial Research, 
on the advice of the Radio Research Board, are vital to 
progress. The development of better materials and com- 
ponents for electronic equipment in general is similarly 
dependent on a still wider range of fundamental research®, 
and the radar industry anxiously awaits the advent of 
components with still more closely specified electrical and 
magnetic properties, with smaller deviations from the meat, 
less dependence on temperature and other environment 
factors, closer control of desired temperature coefficients 
and the like, with higher stable running temperature ratings, 
with higher load ratings and of smaller bulk and weight. 

The national gains from a radar industry based on good 
research and development, and served by scientific engine 
ing minds second to none in the world are not to be 
measured by the direct earnings of the industry. More that 
any other nation in the world, the United Kingdom ® 
dependent on safe, expeditious, regular and economl 
transport by sea and air, and the radar contribution to the 
ends will be of vastly greater economic magnitude than 
be the mere sales accounts for the equipments making thet 
contribution.

Raw Cotton Prices 


The Raw Cotton Commission announce that as and from 
March 22, 1948 their issue prices of American type cotton 
are advanced by -90d. to 1:50d. per pound for the Standard 
type cover quotation, while the basis for 1,4 ins. to 14 ins. 
American cotton is also advanced by -20d. to -50d. per 
pound. 


For Egyptian type cotton the following increases are 
announced :—

In the case of Peruvian war Sudan (Zeidab) the cover 
quotations remain unchanged. 

The increases announced now bring the Commission’s 
selling prices in line with those at present ruling in the 
principal producing countries, and further adjustments 
either up or down will, from time to time, be made in order 
to keep prices in some relationship to those of foreign 
markets.

In the House of Commons, the President of the Board of 
lade, Mr. Harold Wilson, was asked about the investment 
ff American capital in the British hotel and catering 
idustry mentioned in the negotiations between the United 
fingdom and the United States on the import of films from 
te United States. 

One questioner asked what representations had been 
‘eeived from the hotel and catering industry regarding the 
lecessity and desirability of the investment of American 
pital in British hotels, and another if the President would 
tive details of the proposal that some part of the unexport- 
ile United States film earnings should be invested in 
titish hotels ; ; and whether before permitting such invest- 
tent and competition he would provide better facilities to 
table existing British hotels to proceed with their re- 

ilitation and renewal of equipment. 

The President replied that he had received no repre- 
‘atations from the hotel and catering industries concerning 

investment of American capital in British hotels, though 

e understood that certain hoteliers and hotel trade associa- 
tions had made statements to the Press on the subject. He

would certainly consult the hotel interests before any final 
decision was taken. 

Meantime he could only say that the possibility of using 
non-exportable American film earnings to assist in the 
development of our tourist trade was mentioned merely as 
one of a number of possible outlets for any sums that so 
become available. Any project for the employment of such 
sums would be subject to the approval of a Control Com- 
mittee composed of members of His Majesty’s Government 
and the American Motion Picture Industry. The Govern- 
ment would certainly see that nothing was done which would 
unfairly prejudice the interests of our own industries. 

Proposals for new construction or extensions would, of 
course, have to be considered in relation to any of the 
competing projects in the capital investment programme 
and neither in this matter nor in the provision of supplies 
could there be any discrimination as between foreign owned 
and,,British owned hotels. The President added that his 
Department had already provided for the hotel industry as 
many facilities in the renewal of equipment as could be 
spared. 
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Service Provided by Banks can Aid 
Manufacturers who wish to Export

T is proposed to describe in this article first, the scope of 

assistance and advice which the banks are able to offer 

the manufacturer, large and small, who is a newcomer to 
the export market in the various problems that will arise in 
this field, and then, more generally, to indicate the methods 
by which the banks arrange for the finance of export. 

In every head office and large branch of the banks 
there is a specialized department related to the business of 
trade finance and to the assistance of exporters (and im- 
porters) upon every point that is likely to arise in connection 
with export and overseas trade generally. 

Information is available to every bank manager in the 
country, and a representative of a manufacturing firm 
entrusted with the financial side and embarking upon the 
export of its particular product can do no better than to 
consult his bank and, best of all, to call on its head office or 
one of its large branches for advice upon markets and 
methods of setting up an export business. 

The first question will be whether it is prudent or not for 
his firm to open up an export department. The banks 
provide useful guidance upon requirements for this purpose, 
but firms which find it unnecessary to develop a complete 
export section may prefer to be put in touch with export 
houses which specialize in a particular market. 


Advice on Export Fields 

The bank will advise also regarding suitable fields in 
which a given product may find its market ; it will usually 
give the name or names of suitable firms in foreign countries 
who will buy or distribute it. There will be useful discussion, 
too, regarding the suitability of various types of goods to 
different parts of the world, seasons, methods of packing 
and other matters. 

When required, the banks place their customers in 
touch with foreign Chambers of Commerce and Commer- 
cial Attaches, as well as organizations at home and British 
Chambers of Commerce abroad. 

Where large contracts are being entered into many firms 
value information regarding the social conditions and 
requirements of the countries with which they are dealing. 

Long-established links with foreign markets usually 
enable the banks, without responsibility, to provide the 
names of suitable agents overseas in case of need, for the 
purpose of expanding sales in a given country. The 
importance of appointing suitable agents or representatives 
and of avoiding the wiles of mere commission snatchers is 
obvious, both from the point of view of manufacturers 
and of the national interests. When, as a result of the 
agent’s activities, orders are received from concerns whose 
standing may be unknown to the exporter, his bank may be 
valuable in ascertaining the financial status of the would-be 
purchaser through its Credit Information Section. 

Not to be overlooked are the economic or social relations 
of a country and its particular exchange regulations ; 
upon such points guidance may be sought. 


Exchange Regulations 


Regarding exchange regulations at home and overseas, 
the close contact of the clearing banks with the Bank of 
England and their knowledge of the complex details 
involved will save the prospective importer considerable 
trouble. The departments concerned make it their business 
to keep up to date with all the necessary regulations ; 
indeed, they receive advance information from the Bank of 
England of those which are issued from time to time and 
study any regulations affecting the exporter that may be 
issued by Government Departments. In addition, their 
experts scan regulations issued by various foreign official 
publications that relate to imports overseas, such as 
restrictions, tariffs, etc. 


Turning to the financial side, an exporting manufacturer 
may be faced with considerable initial expenditure jn 
fabricating goods to specification without any guarantee 
from the buyer that the output will be taken over at an 
agreed price at the end of the production period ; moreover, 
finance in such a case may be protracted. For overcoming 
such difficulties as these the banks have evolved a simple 
method in the use of bankers’ credits. Here the overseas 
importer requests his banker to issue a letter of credit in 
favour of the exporter ; this document should be so worded 
as to give the exporter full confidence that pwyment of the 
agreed amount will be effected upon production of the 
shipping documents for the export. 

In an appropriate case, the credit can be worded to 
ensure that the merchandise shipped shall be of the quality 
and description which the importer expects to receive 

With the documents in his hands the exporter has an 
instrument which assures his banker that payment for the 
goods will be forthcoming in due course ; this goes a long 
way towards enabling the exporter to obtain from his bank 
the finance he may need over the period of production. 

The small manufacturer new to the export market in 
these days must appreciate at the outset that he is com- 
peting in a keen buyers’ market. The effect of this is that 
in calculating whether the price he will receive is right he 
may have tv allow for the time it will take for collecting 
payment fro:. the buyer overseas. Thus the exporter 
must lock up the value of his shipment for the time it 
takes for the goods to reach their destination and until the 
return payment reaches this country. 


Methods of Payments 


The exporter will draw a bill of exchange on the overseas 
buyer which, in effect, orders his debtor upon his signature 
being inserted as an acceptance or acknowledgment of the 
debt to pay it as provided for in the bill which the exporter 
has signed at the outset as drawer. The exporter must be 
assured, on the strength of the information obtainable 


through his bank, that the importer is reliable and respon- 
sible at least for the amount of the order; also that the 
exporter will not be risking his goods on the high seas 


without reasonable prospect of settlement in due course. 

The drawing up of a bill of exchange and the collection 
of the proceeds from the buyer are both matters upon which 
the bank will assist. In certain cases the bank may be able 
to advance a proportion of the proceeds sold to a credit- 
worthy buyer, or else to negotiate the bill of exchange 0 
that the seller receives the proceeds less discount and 
charges. 

Another convenient method by which payment for 
exports may be arranged is the confirmed documentary 
credit. This method is applicable when the credit of the 
exporter and importer is undoubted and the foreign 
importer arranges with his own bank the “ credit ’’ in favour 
of the exporter: under it the exporter is able to arrange 
with his banker that he should receive a letter of credit 
stating the terms upon which the banker will pay so soot 
as the documents* are presented. These will consist of the 
invoice of the goods shipped, the bill of lading, the marine 
insurance policy and any other documents specified coverilg 
the shipment of the goods. 

Such, in general, is an outline of the facilities offered by 
the banks, financial and otherwise to the overseas trader Of, 
more particularly, to the exporter whose activities at 
essential to the country at this critical time.

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Questions Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry answered in Parliament 


THURSDAY MARCH 18 


Pottery Development Council 

The President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Harold Wilson, 
aid that he was not yet in a position to announce a date for 
the setting up of the Pottery Development Council nor its 
emposition. Discussions with the British Pottery Manu- 
facturers’ Federation had been unavoidably delayed for a 
few weeks. He hoped shortly to have final discussions with 
them as he was most anxious to see the Council established. 


Prices Of Ophthalmic Optical Products 

Asked why ophthalmic optical products were not included 
in recent price control orders, the President said that these 
goods were controlled in price by the Prices of Goods Act, 
1939,as amended. The form of price control adopted in the 
Miscellaneous Goods (Maximum Prices) Order was not very 
suitable for goods such as these, which were supplied to suit 
individual needs. The Central Price Regulation Committee 
proposed to discuss with the manufacturers and wholesalers 
the current prices of these products and, meanwhile, would 
arange for any complaints of overcharging to be investi- 
gated. 

The prices of optical products supplied at present under 
ophthalmic benefits given by approved Societies were 
ready satisfactorily controlled by agreement with the 
manufacturers and wholesalers and the extension of this 
arrangement in July to cover such goods provided under the 
National Insurance Scheme was being considered by the 
Minister of Health. 


Machinery for Cotton Industry 

Special arrangements have been ia operation for a long 
time past to assist the manufacturing section of the cotton 
industry to obtain increased supplies of accessories and 
ancillary machinery of the kinds mentioned in the Moelwyn 
Hughes report, it was stated. The Minister of Supply and 
the President of the Board of Trade were discussing with the 
Qotton Spinners and Manufacturers’ Association what 
further steps could be taken to help. 


Exports of Wool Cloth 

The President said that export licensing of wool cloth was 
originally imposed to safeguard supplies for the home 
market and to ensure that the limited exports permitted 
were sent to the countries dependent on us for essential 
supplies. More recently, as the total of exports had 
expanded, it had been employed to encourage the develop- 
ment of exports to the most desirable markets. 


The response of the woollen industry to the export drive 
was so good that there were now large quantities of cloth 
available for export, and the President said he had, there- 
fore, decided, after full discussion with the industry, to 
allow the export without a licence of wool cloth and blankets, 
apart from utility, as soon as the necessary Order could be 
made. 


He would, however, have to institute a supplementary, 
but much simpler, form of control to ensure that there was 
no diversion to the home market of cloth made for export. 


New Ceiling Prices for Wool Cloths 

Asked why Wool Control Circular DAL/302, withdrawing 
rebates on wool cloths as from March 1, was not accompanied 
by a new schedule prescribing ceiling prices, so as to avoid 
the necessity for merchants to hold stocks until new prices 
are fixed, the President replied that he could not accept the 
suggestion in the question. Most utility wool cloth now 
being delivered by manufacturers was partially subsidized, 
and the control over distributors’ prices for this cloth, which 
was marked ‘‘ P,’”’ was by the existing maximum margins 
only. Consequently no question of merchants’ holding up 
stocks until ceiling prices were adjusted need arise. 


Ceiling prices for this cloth and new ceiling prices for 
unsubsidized cloth bearing no special distinguishing letter 
would be brought into force in about a month’s time. A 
short interval between the issue of new prices for manufac- 
turers and the issue of new ceiling prices for distributors 
should not cause inconvenience.

The index number for total imports showed a further rise 
of 6 points (2 per cent.) between January and February, a 
similar increase also being recorded for manufactured 
aticles. The rise for food, drink and tobacco was less than 
inthe previous month, the index in February being 5 points 
2per cent.) higher than in January, while the index for raw 
materials rose by 4 points (1 per cent.). 

Prices of United Kingdom exports which had been un- 
changed in the previous month rose by 3 points (1 per cent.) 
inFebruary. The largest movement was a rise of 10 points 
{per cent.) in the index for raw materials, due largely to the 
inreased prices of coal. The index for food, drink and 
tobacco has fluctuated only between 220 and 224 since July 
last and in February it fell by 3 points (1 per cent.) below 
January to the July level. Manufactured goods were 3 
points (1 per cent.) above the previous month ; for the first 
time since Oetober 1946 there was no change in the index for 
textiles, but metal goods increased by 2 points (1 per cent..), 
while other manufactures advanced by 5 points (2 per 
cent.) after remaining almost stationary since September. 





Raw Materials from Scrap 


Electric Cable 


An important contribution towards meeting the shortage 
f raw material results from the breakdown of scrap 
llectric cable. 

These electric cables are either of types such as Adthiralty 
iegaussing cable, that have no normal use for ordinary power 
listribution purposes, or they have such defects as porous 
tad covering or low insulation which render their use 
unsafe. 

Cables sentenced as scrap are collected in depots under 
te control of the Ministry of Supply, Directorate of 
lisposals (Breakdown), and accumulations are lotted under 
various types, such as rubber covered, lead covered, field 
tlephone, ete., until a sufficient quantity is obtained which 
listifies a sale by tender to registered scrap merchants who 
teak down the cable and recover copper, lead, steel, rubber, 
Wlythene, poly-vinal-chloride and other constituent 
laterials which find their way back to be used in industry. 

Since the beginning of the scheme in 1945, about 20,000 
‘ns of scrap cable has been sold in this way for a return of 
proximately £750,000.

HE past year has been one of steady progress in all 
departments of the economy and commerce of the 
Dominican Republic, with a particularly encouraging 
futor in an unexpected surplus in revenue over expendi- 
ture of public funds. This was due not to any particular 
item, but to a general excess in income and to lower expense 
ina large number of the budgeted figures. 


As soon as the existence of this surplus credit was 
ralised the President of the Republic planned an expansion 
of his already ambitious schemes for Public Works, in- 
duding highway and bridge construction throughout the 
country, street and drainage improvements in the principal 
towns, the erection of new public buildings, hospitals 
and barracks, and, most important of all, an elaborate 
irigation system in several parts of the island where the 
luck of water is a serious handicap to progress in agriculture. 


Some criticism of this action has been expressed by 
plitical opponents of the present regime, who would 
have preferred a lower expenditure on buildings and 
mre attention to the raising of the conditions of life of 
the very poor, who still constitute the majority of the 
population. The social services of the Republic, are, 
however, very much better than they were 20 years ago, 
and are every year being improved. 


Unfortunately the political uncertainty caused during 
the past year by the invasion threat from Cuba has meant 
that many of th» Dominican Government’s schemes of 
public works have had to be cancelled, as the money is 
bing spent on measures of defence. General nervousness 
to affected internal credit and considerable loss has 
ben sustained through a large reduction in the number 
f tourists. ‘There is now a beginning of a slow return 
toconfidence, but much money has been lost and a renewal 


ofthe war of nerves would have serious, if not disastrous 
results. 



































































Local Currency 


The outstanding economic event of the year in the 
Dominican Republic has been the introduction of a local 
curency to replace the United States dollar. The use of 
the dollar in a country which is commercially so largely 
dependent for many essentials on the United States has 
Yty obvious advantages. It is, however, definitely, if 
ls obviously, an expensive mode of living, entailing as it 
toes the annual import of a large number of dollar notes 
Thich amount to a non-interest paying bond issue, or an 
terest free loan to the United States of a large capital 
iM covering the country’s economy. 


Statistics have for some years shown a considerable 
wplus of exports over imports, but the credit which 
night have been mounting up in consequence has probably 
en largely expended in the rent of dollars.

of 50 per cent. in gold and United States dollars has been 
established and every effort made to secure this against the 
depredations of any possible political upheaval. Public 
respose to date is apparently encouraging. There are 
no doubt timorous folk who are keeping dollar notes in 
their stockings, but not to any noticeable extent, whilst 
the people are reported to be asking for ‘‘ the new notes 
and not the old ones.”’ 


Local Industries 


The large-scale scheme for banana production which 
is being operated by the United Fruit Company is making 
good progress. The chocolate factory in Puerto Plata 
is nearly completed and will shortly begin work as the 
first stage of the President’s plans for chocolate manu- 
facture from local cocoa and local sugar, which he hopes 
to develop on a large scale. United States capital has 
also been attracted to open branches of manufacture of 
such articles as ‘‘ zip’’ fasteners, by arrangement with 
the holders of American patent rights. Whether local 
labour will rise to the occasion remains to be seen, but the 
prospects appear to be good. The production of rice 
has also been increased in quantity and much improved in 
quality. 

British goods are now appearing in larger, but still 
insufficient quantities. . A number of British Ford Prefects 
which were shipped direct on one of the ships sent to load 
sugar, so many of which have come in ballast, were quickly 
sold and have given satisfaction. 

The demand for British goods is great, and there are, 
in fact few lines which will not find an immediate sale, 
if offers at an acceptable price are made with a promise 
of delivery at a definite date, and direct shipping arrange- 
ments can be made. Shipping is still the key problem, 
and there is not yet even a shuttle service with Jamaica. 





Canada’s Trade with Japan 


In 1947 Canada purchased goods valued at $465,032 
from Japan and supplied that country with one shipment 
of mica valued at $19,500 states Foreign Trade, published 
by the Department of Trade and Commerce, Ottawa. 
These figures do not include commodities for which purchase 
arrangements were made through the United States or 
Canadian products forwarded to Japan through the United 
States. Imports during the year under review (1947) 
consisted of chinaware, textiles, mandarin and bitter 
oranges, slide rules, hypodermic syringes, toys, ornaments, 
umbrellas, and articles made of bamboo. Some of the 
contracts, effected through Boeki-Cho, the Japanese 
Board of Trade in Tokyo, were made on a government-to- 
government basis and others on a private trading basis. 
Details of the imports from Japan in the year 1947 are 
shown in the following table :—

U.K.—Argentine Trade and 


Payments Agreement 


HE Agreement on Trade and Payments which was 
gp. concluded between the United Kingdom and 

the Argentine Governments has now been published as 
a White Paper (Cmd. 7346). Copies (price 2d. net) may be 
obtained from H.M. Stationery Office, York House, 
Kingsway, London, W.C.2, or through any bookseller. 

Details of the Agreement were given in the statement by 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer in the House of Commons 
on February 16, particulars of which appeared in the Board 
of Trade Journal of February 21 (page 404). 

No information has so far been received about the division 
among specific commodities of the import permits up to 
£10 million to be allocated for United Kingdom goods the 
importation of which has hitherto been restricted. Discus- 
sions on this subject are in progress between the Minister 
(Commercial) in Buenos Aires and the Argentine authorities. 

As regards the commodities (listed in Schedule 2 of the 
Agreement) which are particularly requested by the 
Argentine, the attention of firms who might be interested is 
drawn to the fact that such purchase and sale will in each 
case be effected through customary channels of trade.

Prior Exchange Permits for Essential Goods: The 
Minister (Commercial) to H.M. Embassy at Buenos Aires 
has forwarded a further list of goods for the importation of 
which prior exchange permits are granted. According to 
Central Bank Circular No. 938 of February 26, these goods 
have been added to the list given in Circular No. 849 
of September 17, 1947 (see Board of Trade Journal of 
October 18, 1947, page 1813).

Raw Materials and Machinery for making Bags: It has 
been reported by the Minister (Commercial) to H.M. 
Embassy at Buenos Aires that, to facilitate the development 
and manufacture in Argentina of sacking and the cultivation 
of long fibres suitable for textiles used in making bags, the 
Argentine Government will allow raw materials and 
machinery for this purpose to be imported free of duty and 
will grant the preferential rate of exchange for such imports.

Regulations under Federal Insecticide, Fungicide and 
Rodenticide Act: A United States Treasury Decision 
(T.D.51836), published on February 12, 1948, reproduces 
regulations issued under the Federal Insecticide, Fungicide 
and Rodenticide Act (see Board of Trade Journal of 
December 6, 1947), which contain the following provisions 
regarding invoices of economic poisons and devices :— 

‘* All invoices of economic poisons and devices imported 
into the United States shall be accompanied by a declaration 
of the shipper, made before a United States consular officer, 
as follows :
